litfeal mionii Heeoirli 

"I tried ;o help Governor Mc 
Crenry in his effort to keep the ap- 
UOrf itmnHBll within nMOIMlMc 
hounds, even when sonic ol the 
pnmiaent OWO f U and ncyvsp.ipcrs 
ol the State were clamoring lor ap- 
portionment* two or three times as 
\mim Hthnca finally passed Many 
ot those who wanted higher ap 
porlionmcnts are now silent when 
the legislature •- bebsg criti- 
cized because it did appropriate 
money for various purposes, then, 
and still, very popular and loudlv 
advocated. 

"That is what makes the po.-itiou 
ol u uiemlier of the Legislature »» 
disagreeable tO many good nu n and 
wbf thev shrank the service. They 
.ire urged and persuaded to lie 
progressive an I to give public nion 

i-v liberally 'or popular meaanrra, 

and, when their work is later criti 
Ciacdi the men who urged the gilt 
ire silent. When the Lrgi-lature ad- 
journed last year evervl'O ly agreed 
i hat the great majority ol the mem 
hers had hecn industrious, carclal 
progressive ami honest. Now, lor 
political reasons, their work is 
criticized." 

"There is certainly need nfecnnr ni> 
in Stale alluirs. Some ol our pub 
lie institutions are costing ton 
much, and they have too lit'le re 
straint. With a tax rate of&OctS, 
w hich has not heen increased loi 
many years, with the assessment ol 
the State's p. ojici t v not higher than 
formerly, in spite ol the universal 
rise of prices ami with increased ftp 
propriations and lor the farming 
interests and other interests that 
the people have heen lavoring.it i~
